This w;-.s an u nu sual occurrence, he 
usually ate lunch by niasulf after 12:3 i . . or 1:00 F.h. after lunch on 
the 22nd Holiiiu went out side and stood on the steps to the- entrance of the 
buildiiig with a hr. .iliians,fnu, of the department, -ofter tlx- shoctiny Joe 
Jiolina was not seen again by tet •' U. C'f. She stated that hr. .illiai, s arid. 
Molina are very close friends.
